Philosopher 
Russell Dies 
in England 


PENRHYDEUD1UETH, 


Wales (AP) - 
Britain today 


mourned philosopher Bert rand 
Russell, one of the great minds 
of the 20th century and one of 
its most controversial figures. 


Lord 
Russell died Monday 


night 
at tils home in North 


Wales, He was97. 


A spokesman said Russell's 


fourth wife, Edith, was with him 
when Iw collapsed. He reported- 
ly had been suffering from in- 
fluenza. 


The Times of Lnndon said 


"Bertrand Russell's claim to be 
remembered by history rests se- 
curely on his work in nrathe- 
ni.itical and symbolic logic aixj 
in philosophy on which his influ- 
ence was pervasive anil pro- 
found." 


In recent years Russell, a 


lean man with sharp bird-like 
features and a shock of wliite 
hair, was in the vanguard of the 
militant opposition to nuclear 
armament 
and U.S. 
involve- 


ment in the Vietnam war. 


Author of more tlian GO books, 


Russell won the Nobel prize for 
literature in 1950 and was a 
member of the British Order of 
Merit, restricted to 24 members 
at any time.

The last rule is to carry 


your own bag from one plane 
to the next when you use 
more than one airline during 
a trip.

an easy place for bags to go 
astray. You can avoid this 
trap ( i f you have time! by 
picking up the bag at the end 
of the first hop and deposit- 
ing it with the next airline 
lor the second leg.

Q—I have been 


breath for a year. What 
could cause this? 1 have 
been taking Vfetaril for it. Is 
this the best treatment? 


Ao-Shortiteii of breath has 


many causes, chief among 
which are asthma, chronic 
bronchitis, emphysema, tu- 
berculosis, spontaneous col- 
lapse of the lung, congestive 
heart failure and severe ner- 
vous tension. The treatment 
would depend on the cause. 
Vistaril is a tranquilizer. 


Q—1 had a bout of conges- 


tive heart failure a year ago. 
My doctor says Peritrate is 
old-fashioned. What do you 
think? He is giving me Meta- 
mine. How long will I have 
to take this drug? 


A—Although Metamine is 


one of the newer drugs for 
angina pectoris, Peritrate is 
still effective and is widely 
used. If you have angina 
pectoris, you should take the 
Metamine as often and as 
long as needed. Neither of 
these drugs is given for con- 
gestive heart failure. 


Q—I am a woman, 60. My 


chest X ray showed a cal- 
cium deposit near one of my 
heart valves. What causes 
this? Do dairy products and 
other foods make this condi- 
tion worse? Would distilled 
water and lots of lemonade 
p r e v e n t it from getting 
worse? 


A—The calcium deposits 


may be in part the result of 
a previous infection, such as 
rheumatic fever, and in part 
an accompaniment of age. 
Although milk contains cal- 
cium, it does not aggravate 
this disease—but cream and 
other animal fats or a large 
intake of sugar might. Save 
the distilled water for your 
car battery. Neither this nor 
the lemonade will dissolve or 
p r e v e n t the calcium de- 
posits. 


Q—I have an e n l a r g e d 


heart. What is the cause? Is 
it serious? What arc the 
symptoms? Can it be cured? 


A—This is usually caused 


by rheumatic .heart disease 
or'chronic' high blood- pres- 
sure. How serious it is de- 
pends on the extent to which 
your heart function is im- 
p a i r e d . Such impairment 
would cause s h o r t n e s s of 
breath on exertion and wa- 
t e r 1 o g g i n g, especially in 
your ankles. The condition 
cannot be cured, but with ap- 
propriate treatment it can 
often be controlled.

Killing in application forms for 


life insurance may often raise 
doubts about the meaning of 
words. Generally speaking, the law 
allows an applicant to interpret 
language the way any ordinary, 
reasonably intelligent person would 
interpret it. 


However, that does not mean 


the law will condone dishonesty. 
One applicant, asked whether he 
had ever had liver trouble, said no 
—-even though he had indeed suf- 
fered at one time from that ail- 
ment, -When the truth came out 
after his death, the insurance com- 
pany refused to pay off. The wid- 
ow, going to court, argued: 


"Of course my husband knew 


he had liver trouble, but he be- 
lieved it had all cleared up. So he 
didn't think he had to mention it." 


Unconvinced, the court rejected 


her claim, because this was not a 
caw of doubtful language but of 
outright deception. The judge said 
ihat since the insurance company 
was taking the risk of insuring the 
man's life, it was entitled to know 
.ill the relevant facts—and then 
draw its own conclusions. 


Not even a qualifying phrase like 


"to the l<esi of my knowledge" can 
take the t.iint out of a wrong an- 
swer, if the evidence shows that 
the person must surely have known 
heller.

CHILD CAKE 


Any woman — whether 


married, 
unmarried, wid- 


owed or divorced—may ob- 
tain a child-care deduction of 
up to $900 for the care of 
children or disabled depend- 
ents under certain condit- 
ions. 


The expenses must have 


been incurred in order for 
the woman to go to work or 
actively to seek employment. 
Unless the child being cared 
for is physically or mentally 
incapable of self-support, the 
youngster must bo under age 
13 to qualify. 


Where one child is in- 


volved, the maximum child- 
care deduction is the actual 
expense or $600, whichever 
is less. If two or more chil- 
dren ure involved, the limita- 
tion is $900. In addition to 
the care of children under 13, 
care of a disabled person 
whom you can claim as a de- 
pendent qualifies, if the chief 
purpose is to permit the 
woman to go to work or to 
seek work.

Argentine Train

BUENOS AIRES (AP) - The 


Argentine 
government raised 


the death toll in Sunday's train 
crash to an estimated 236 Mon- 
day night, making the wreck the 
second worst railroad disaster 
In history. 


"Our present figure Is 236," 


said Dr. Ezequlel Holmberg, the 
secretary of public health. "Itis 
an estimate because we are still 
working." 


He said 110 Injured persons 


were hospitalized. 


The federal police had put the 


toll earlier at 160 dead, and the 
Interior Ministry had estimated 
125 killed. But officials said 
llolmberg's announcement rep- 
resented the official view of all 
the government agencies in- 
volved in rescue and salvage.

Cephas Is a Greek for Peter, 


chief of the apostles, considered 
by Roman Catholicism as the 
first Pope. His wife once was 
healed by Jesus of a fever.

ruled that clergymen 


must separate themselves from 
their wives. This rule was re- 
jected by the Council of Nicea in 
325 A.D., which ruled that single 
men who were ordained could 
not marry afterward, but that 
married clergymen could con- 
tinue In that state. 


Pope Slrlcius In 386 A.D. re- 


vived the rule forbidding mar- 
ried clergy from living with 
their wives, terming the mar- 
riage act "obscene cupldlth." 


But his ruling was overturned 


by the Council of Trullo Sn 692 
A.D, which held that men could 
not marry after ordination, but 
if already married, "ought to
